East New York’s eagerly awaited 
physics laboratory is now open for 
business. The new lab, which cost the 
Federal government $47,000, can seat 
36 boys and each work station has 
accommodations for using gas and 
both A.C. and D.C. power. The gov¬ 
ernment, under the National Defense 
Education Act, sponsored this project 
because there is a great need for bet¬ 
ter trained science and math students. 

The new laboratory, which is lo¬ 
cated in Room 209, is well equipped 
for individual experimentation as well 
as for class use. The Related Tech 
Department is now stocking the lab 
with the latest demonstration and lab¬ 
oratory equipment available. 

Unfortunately, the benches in the 
new lab were installed so that only 
half of the students are facing the 
instructor while the other half, if 
they wish to write on their desks, are 
facing away from him. This necessi¬ 
tates the use of laps in place of desks 
when taking notes and makes it un¬ 
necessarily difficult to give lessons in 
this room. However, despite this dis¬ 
advantage when using the lab as a 
lecture room, most of the students 
seem very pleased with it. 

The laboratory will not only serve 
to further the education of the stu¬ 
dents, but it will also be a morale 
booster because of pleasant fluores¬ 
cent lighting and new furniture.

Look around. Do you see any fa¬ 
miliar faces that weren’t here for a 
while? Well you should. There are 
three teachers here this term who 
have returned to E.N.Y. after vary¬ 
ing periods of absence. The first of 
these returnees is Mr. Martin Lapi- 
dese. 

Mr. Lapidese was recalled to active 
duty with the Army on October 1, 
1961. Mr. Lapidese said, “My unit 
was called up to strengthen the armed 
forces during the Berlin crisis at the 
end of 1961. It was the only combat 
unit from the New York City area 
called.” He was a Nuclear Weapons 
Employment Officer and an Opera¬ 
tions and Training Officer. 

Twenty Years Service 

Mr. Lapidese has already completed 
twenty years of active and reserve 
service. He was a captain during his 
recent tour of duty and is now a 
major. Mr. Lapidese teaches history 
and economics and has been teaching 
here at E.N.Y. since 1946. 

Another returnee is Mr. Bellan- 
tone who teaches Social Studies. He 
returned to East New York, after 
spending two years in the Army. Mr. 
Bellantone had been a member of the 
teaching staff here at E.N.Y. from 
1957-1960, and hopes that his coming 
years here will be as enjoyable as his 
past three. 

Also returning to the Academic De¬ 
partment is Mr. Johnson, after an 
absence of three years. During that 
time he taught in the Freeport School 
System. 

This term our faculty has eight 
new teachers. 

The first of these teachers is Mr. 
Clarence Holley who was bom and 
raised in Virginia. He later attended 
N.Y.U., and since graduating, six 
years ago, has been teaching math 
and science in the city’s vocational 
high schools. He said, “I enjoy teach¬ 
ing at E.N.Y. very much and I think 
it is one of the city’s best vocational 
high schools.” 

E.N.Y. “Excellent” 

Mr. Irving Zuckerman is a native 
of New York who attended Styvesant 
High School, he has been teaching 
for ten years and teaches radio here 
at E.N.Y. He summarizes his thoughts 
of E.N.Y. in one word, “Excellent.” 

Mr. Neil Stevens was bom in New 
York and also attended Stuyvesant 
High School. He has been teaching 
science for ten years, five of which 
were at our now non-existent annex. 
Mr. Stevens said, “E.N.Y. hasn’t 
changed much since I was here last. 
I think it is a good all-round voca¬ 
tional high school and one of the best 
in the city.” 

Mr. Vincent Cavaleri was born in 
Brooklyn and graduated from New 
Town High School. He has been 
teaching electronics for twenty years 
with The (Adults) Veteran Training 
Program. He said, “In comparison 
with others, this school has an excel¬ 
lent group of students. Most of them 
are courteous and co-operative.”

Current Problems Solved 
In Electrical Shops

East New York’s electrical installation course teaches 
boys to do practical jobs which would qualify them for 
employment in industry. They work on bell wiring and 
alarm systems using the tools of the electrical trade. They 
also install lights using b-x cable and work on and test 
electrical motors and machinery. If the boys successfully 
complete the electrical installation course, they will be 
qualified as advanced apprentices in the electrical trades. 

Graduates of East New York’s electrical installation 
course are in demand by such big companies as Con 
Edison, American Telephone and Telegraph, the Port 
of New York Authority, the Transit Authority, etc. 

Teachers Expert Electricians 

The teachers of the electrical course are all expert elec¬ 
tricians. They had to work a minimum of nine years as 
industrial electricians before they could be considered for 
teaching in the electrical shops, and many have much 
more experience. The eight men who are presently teach¬ 
ing electrical installation are Mr. Bloom, Mr. Buttner, 
Mr. Girshick, Mr. Landecker, Mr. Monks, Mr. Sorkowitz, 
Mr. Swire, and Mr. Tucci. 

Before coming to East New York, Mr. Girshick worked 
for the Transit Authority as an electrician, and Mr. 
Landecker worked in the electrical department of the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. This summer three members of the 
department, Mr. Bloom, Mr. Buttner, and Mr. Tucci, 
worked in the trade. Most of the teachers take on summer 
jobs or go back to school to broaden their education. Mr. 
Swire, just to be different, usually spends his summers 
relaxing at his Lake George retreat. Mr. Sorkowitz was 
one of the teachers who went to school this summer. Before 
coming to E.N.Y. Mr. Sorkowitz taught at Brooklyn Tech. 
Mr. Monks, a very versatile teacher, is the man currently 
assigned to repair and test the complex equipment in the 
many electrical shops. Directing the efforts of the depart¬ 
ment is its chairman, Mr. Kissner. During World War II 
Mr. Kissner was in charge of an Electricians’ Mate 
School. He used to spend part of his summers on Navy 
assignments, but now he spends them relaxing and fishing. 

Leads to Jobs in Field 

In our Alumni News column on page 4 of this issue, 
there is a brief description of the jobs of four of our elec¬ 
trical installation course graduates. One of them, Irving 
Weiner, is an apprentice in Local #3. 

If a boy successfully completes the course he will be 
qualified to work for an electrical contractor or a large 
electrical utility. If you are a freshman and are inter¬ 
ested in electrical blueprint reading and in creating bell 
systems, wiring machines, and working on electrical 
motors, get introduced to the field of electrical installa¬ 
tion at East New York now!
